WASHINGTON, June 19 (AP).— 
The Senate showed distinct cool- 
ness today to the idea of arming 
American merchant ships against 
submarines, several legislators de- 
claring that such a move would 
invite Axis attacks.

Senator Norris (Independent), 
Nebraska, while saying he had not 
studied the entire situation, told 
reporters he questioned the effec- 
tiveness of arming merchant ves- 
sels. One of the 11 Senators who 
blocked arming of United States 
ships before the nation entered 
the World War in 1917, Norris said 
that arming ships “would not give 
them much protection.” 

“Even President Wilson admit- 
ted that it did not work during 
the World War,” he added, appar- 
ently in reference to the period 
after American entry before the 
convoy system was inaugurated. 

“Mighty Close to War.” 

. One Senator, who has been a 
key figure in the enactment of 
administration foreign policy legis- 
lation, expressed the hope that the 
President would “come to Con- 
gress” before taking such a step. 
He said it was doubtful that the 
mere arming of ships would pro- 
tect them, and added that if that 
were done, other and more dras- 
tic action was almost certain to 
follow.

From Senator Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, a member of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, came a state- 
ment that “if it really is neces- 
sary to arm the vessels, the Presi- 
dent should do it himself.

BOMBING OF DUBLIN 
MISTAKE, NAZIS SAY 


Berlin Admits Responsibility, 
Offers Compensation for 
Loss of 27 Lives. 


LONDON, June 19 (AP).—An 
Exchange Telegraph, British néws 
agency, dispatch from Dublin to- 
day said the Irish Information Bu- 
reau had issued a statement saying 
Germany admitted responsibility of 
a German plane for the bombing 
of the capital of Eire on the night 
of May 31. The Eire Government's 
announcement said it had been in-+ 
formed by the Germans as follows: 

“The thorough investigations 
made by competent German au- 
thorities concerning the dropping 
of bombs on Dublin May 31 now es- 
tablishes the responsibility of Ger- 
man aircraft. 

“Tt has been ascertained a Ger- 
man aircraft flew over the east 
Irish coast by mistake in the early 
morning of May 31. The aircraft 
changed its course as soon as it 
recognized it was over Irish terri- 
tory, but in ahy case it did not drop 
any bombs. 

“Since, however, the Irish Gov- 
ernment have stated their investi- 
gations have shown that bombs 
dropped on Dublin were of German 
origin and as a very strong wind 
was prevailing at high altitudes on 
the night in question, it may have 
driven the aircraft over the east 
Irish coast witrout the knowledge 
of the pilot. The possibility of such 
a plane having dropped the bombs 
cannot be excluded. 

“In the circumstances the Ger- 
man Government unhesitatingly 
expresses its sincere regrets to the 
Irish Government. Furthermore, 
the German Government, in view 
of friendly relations existing be- 
tween the two countries, are pre- 
pared to give compensation for the 
deplorable loss of life and injury 
to personal property.” 

Twenty-seven persons were killed 
and 45 wounded in the bombing, 
for which the German Government 
had previously disclaimed respon- 
sibility.

— The 
coming of warm weather and 
ripening of fruit brought some 
rare bargains in London’s crowded 
markets “today. 

One store had a shelf of peaches 
which a Georgia grower wouldn’t 
bother to send to market and the 
price was 75 cents each. 

“Yes, sir,” said a clerk. “We've 
sold quite a few. There’s nothing 
like a fresh peach, you know.” . 

Lots of strawberries—knotty lit- 
tle specimens—were on display at 
another store for sale at $3.80 a 
pound. 

A shop offered unrationed cheese 
from Wisconsin at $1 a pound. 

“It’s straight from America,” the 
clerk said, “and shoppers like it 
mighty well.” 

Tomatoes have come down. You 
could get them at many places for 
$1 a pound. 

String beans sold for 90 cents 
a pound. 

Asparagus, which has been dif- 
ficult to obtain, was on the mar- 
ket at $1.50 a bunch. “It’s a large 
bunch,” said a clerk, “enough for 
two people.” 

Canned zrapefruit, which also 
has been hard to find, was offered 
at 50 cents a can, but the seller 
said you had to take two cases. 

The plebian gooseberry retailed 
at 10 cents a pound, the only trou- 
ble being that, at the four mar- 
kets we visited, there were none 
in stock. 

Incidentally, a person can buy 
a champagne cocktail for $1.25 and 
a razor blade for 6 cents, provid- 
ing he can find someone who 
wants to get rid of either. 


NAVY EMPLOYES TO GIVE OATH 
ON SUBVERSIVE MEMBERSHIP 


Must Swear They Don’t Advocate 
Violent Overthrow of Govern- 
ment Before Getting Checks.

Then a right to 
the chin floored the challenger, 
the only real knockdown of the 
fight. 

Billy fell with his head toward 
the champion, rolled over on his 
right side, made an effort to rise 
at seven and almost got up when 
the referee’s hand came down with 
the 10 count. 

Finished was one of the most 
gallant efforts seen in the ring in 
recent years. At the time of the 
knockdown there remained only 12 
seconds of the round to go.. The 
time of the thirteenth stanza there- 
fore was 2:58. 

While there were no other knock- 
downs in the fight, Conn was on 
the floor twice before, both times 
having slipped without a blow hav- 
ing been struck. 


' He hit the resin in the very 
first round for a count of one. 
Again in the tenth, while being 
hard pressed by Louis and cor- 
nered, he slipped again, but was 
up instantly. The applause was 
loud as Louis stepped back, refus- 
ing to take advantage of his op- 
ponent’s predicament. 

The only marks of battle were 
two cuts suffered by Conn, the 
first above the right eye, in the 
fifth, and another in the twelfth 
under the same orb when Louis 
scored with a heavy hook. 

The only mark suffered by Louis 
was a small “mouse” under his 
right eye, .inflicted by one of 
Conn’s snappy lefts. 

Conn really surprised everybody 
by his performance in the face of 
really serious disadvan The 
official weights showed Louis 2514 
pounds heavier—199% to 174. 
Physical development, “fire pow- 
er,” strength, experience—eve 
factor needed to win for a fight- 
er but courage and generalship— 
were in his favor. 

As the fight was developed, it 
was lack of punch, and physique 
that beat Conn. In every boxing 
respect, except punch, he really 
was the better man. Louis in sev- 
eral rounds really was baffled. It 
isn’t often you see gameness to 
match Conn’s. Even the crowd 
thought that the result was sure. 
From the moment the high-strung 
William entered the ring it was 
apparent ringsiders were fearful. 
They came to see a slaughter, but 
hoped they wouldn’t. ‘Stay away, 
Billy!” was the watchword. 

William Dances Away. 

And Sweet William did that to 
advantage. ‘Nervous asa grey- 
hound with a rabbit in sight, he 
still kept his head and judgment. 

He began by dancing away, and 
he kept at it through the show 
except for moments when the sit- 
uation appealed to him. 

He back-pedaled. famously. ; Not 
even Bicycle Bob Pastor could ex- 
cel him. He even appeared a bit 
frightened in the early rounds, 
And who wouldn’t be, with the 
champion stalking him? 

Louis stalked him carefully. 
Sometimes he even trotted after 

l. He tried to get him into a’ 
Orner where he could use his 
heavier punch. He seemed angry 
at being held up. In the first two 
roundz, it appeared that any time 
now it might be too bad for Billy. 

But Joe couldn't find anything 
to land on—that is, not solidly. 
And from the second round Billy 
began to take the play away from 
Joe. Don’t understand this to 
mean that he went.after Joe. The 
champion did all the forcing, all 


Louis fumbled and scored solid 
shots only rarely. 

But in the end what beat Conn 
is what everybody expected to 
whip him—superior strength and 
punching power.

As long ago as 1927, Anderson 
told the House, the Bureau of 
Standards conducted tests on the 
vulcanization of guayule rubber and 
reported that its “tensile and 
elongation properties indicate that, 
when properly treated, the rubber 
from guayule will compare favor- 
ably with that from hevea, and 
can be used to a large extent as a 
direct equivalent.” He quoted as 
follows from a Department of Com- 
merce report of June 15, 1940: 
“The only plant which has been 
a commercial source of rubber 
within the United States is the 
guayule shrub. This plant could 
be cultivated on a large scale and 
methods of extraction are known. 
. - - De-resinated guayule has been 
tested in tires and found satisfac- 
tory. The price, judged by national 
emergency standards, would be 
reasonable.”

Transfer of Zamzam Survivors 
To Nazi Supply Ship Described

BOUT 10:30 I suppose TI slept, 
A and slept soundly, until sud- 
denly there was an electric 
gong sounding alarm. 
straight up in bed and saw the 
armed guard standing in the one 
exit. When the alarm ceased, he 
closed an iron door and bolted it 
on the outside. All over the boat 
we heard running-and noises, as 
if dragging guns into position on 
deck. People everywhere awoke 
and began to dress and put on life 
jackets. But some one said it 
was just 12 o’clock and it was the 
change of guard. Capt. Smith said 
the same. Stanley Johnson finally 
got to talk to the guard and said 
it was an alarm and we had best 
be prepared, 
Our thoughts were not very com- 
forting, 218 persons locked in a 
hold below the water line and boat 
perhaps going into action. Soon 
the guard came again and said he 


with the key and would unlock us 
in case of emergency. We need 
not fear being trapped. Also life- 
belts would be given out at the 
door to all who did not have one. 
A boat had been sighted. They 
thought it the boat they wanted 
to contact, but they must be on 
the alert until they made sure. 
Within an hour they reported 
again that.it was their boat. But 
people were all wide awake and 
only slowly drifted back to bed. 
And still more slowly did we go 
‘to sleep again. Anyway, morning 
came and a little freshening was 
possible by salt-water ‘washing. 
Then breakfast for the ladies, then 
for the men, then kill time until 
we were allowed on deck. At last 
we filed up and, to our surprise, 
off over our stern rode a big ship. 
Now began the process of yester- 
day all over again. The motor. 
launches transferred baggage to 
this other boat. .We sat on deck 
‘and waited. We saw stacks of 
Zamzam mattresses being trans- 
ferred.

deck if we sat on the hatch out 
of the way, for his men had lots 
of work to do, The crew brought 
out several bales of cotton and 
mattress bags made of unbleached 
muslin. And we all set to work 
making pads to sleep on, for the 
mattresses were not half enough. 
We fluffed the cotton by hand 
and made pads, which we added to 
day by day. At 4:30, Zamzam 
stewards came carrying dishpans 
of thick soup, brown bread, tea 
kettles of tea, porcelain bowls and 
aluminum cups. This we had in 
the hold, ‘and 15 minutes after sun- 
down we were sent below and 
were not allowed up till 15 min- 
utes before sun-up. 

Now: began a new life and ev- 


erything was routine. We rushed 
up at first. opportunity, tired of 


and a half pints of fresh water 
in a bucket for washing. Break- 
fast at 7T—two dippers of gruel} 
made up of starch. It looked like 
wallpaper and was known as paste. 
It contained a little sugar and I ate 
it without difficulty, but few did. 
With the gruel, two heavy slices 
of brown bread and a pifit. of tea. 
Lunch at 12:30 and supper at 4:30. 
Each kept and washed in salt wa- 
ter his own bowl, cup and spoon. 
We ate on deck. or hatch, picnic 
fashion, three times.a day.. 
Religious Service. 

That Saturday I got a needle and 
thread and sewed up my pajamas 
and trouser leg; which had been 
showing my knee for two: days. 
There were things to fill in each 
day of which I have kept nto rec- 
ord and of which I have only a 
hazy memory. Saturday afternoon 
there was a service on rear deck in 
which the ladies were allowed to 
join. They were reported to have 
good cabins, although they were 
crowded nine to a room and many 
in the lounge.

two countries can wear Hitler down’ 


and eventually make the Germans 
howl for mercy—as they did in 
1918... Then, too, Germany was not 


actually invaded, yet it. collapsed.. 


No actual invasion of German 
need occur. ' 


How far plans have’ been made 
for beating Germany, in case this 
country decides to fight, has not 
been disclosed. It is safe to say 
that they do not include at this 


time the dispatch of any Ameri- 


can mass army to Europe, or any- 
thing else that recalls the A. E, 
F. of 1917. Experts refuse to say 
that no American infantry will 
ever be landed across the Atlan- 
tic. Infantry is today a term that 
may include men fluttering down 
from parachutes or men deep in 
the steel bowels of a tank. It is 
conceivable that at some point in 
the process of beating the Ger- 


mans, it might be useful to send 


a small, carefully chosen force 
of technical’ experts to a point 
nearer to Germany than the coagt 
of Maine. |

Hitler’s hope of suc- 
cess, once the United States enters 
the war, will lie exclusively in his

The Government's 
program of selling United States Defense 
Bonds to the general public will absorb 
some of the excess purchasing power 
created by war production, but only to 
such extent as Defense Bonds art purchased . 
out of current income. —

This 
is State policy, to be sure, but it is subject to re- 
vision. It may be that the present dog-in-the- 
manger attitude of the House will speed the de- 
mand for such revision. 

The cities, moreover, fare none too well in the 
Legislature, where the rural members, owing partly 
to a failure to redistrict the State, have the bal- 
ance of power. Unless the Legislature becomes more 
Tesponsive to, the cities’ needs, there will be an 
irrepressible movement to gain for the cities their 
proper representation. 

Meanwhile, we urge the House to reconsider its 
action and to pass the teachers’ pension bill. 
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A POST FOR MR. DICKMANN? 

It is reported that Mayor LaGuardia, as head 
of the civilian defense program, has invited former 
Mayor Dickmann of St. Louis to a post in the do- 
mestic defense organization. If this is so, the civi- 
lian defense program will be the gainer. Mr. Dick- 
mann has the organizing and administrative ability 
which this important defense activity requires. He 
also has the industry and vigor to see that it is 
carried through. The political Nabilities which stood 
in the way of his re-election last April have no 
bearing whatever on the defense program. Mr. 
‘Dickmann’s talent for public service can well be 
used in the national defense effort. 
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BLOW TO THE GREEN ADMINISTRATION. 

The administration of Gov. Green in Illinois has 
now paid the price of not going to the mat with the 
Kelly-Nash bosses early in this session of the Leg- 
islature. It*has seen one of its major measures, 
the Schnackenberg bill to investigate Cook County 
tax bodies, defeated by minions of the Chicago 
machine in the legislative halls at Springfield. 

This is a double rebuff to the Green administra- 
tion. With the Republicans in control of both 
branches of the Legislature, an administration meas- 
ure presumably should have been assured of pas- 
sage. Yet five Republican Representatives—four 
from Chicago and Leo D. Crowley of: Peoria— 
blocked the bill. Deserting their colleagues and the 
Governor, they caused the bill to fall short of the 
constituional majority of 77. The final vote was 
73 to 71. 

' Goy. Green has hit back with a denunciation of 
the Kelly-Nash bosses and their control across party 
lines. He says that he will use other’ means to turn 
the light on the high-priced activities of: the Chi- 
cago City Hall’s taxing bodies. It is time he rolled 
up his sleeves and went into action, Although in 
the minority and without patronage the Democratic 
bosses have won every roll call thus far in the 
session in which they had a stake. 

The plain fact is that the Kelly-Nash bosses have 
been having an easier time of it with Republicans in 
control at Springfield than in the days when the 
late Gov, Horner’s Democratic administration was 
in power.

The British 
experiences in Greece and Crete, where they had 
to relinquish toeholds in the face of concentrated 
forces, would naturally be considered by our au- 
thorities. 

In the end, practical military and naval consid- 
erations should decide the question.

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LIFESAVER AND DESTROYER. 

England is guarded, on these sunny June days 
and clear June nights, by a radio sentinel of keen- 
er senses and greater dependability than any human 
watcher on rooftop or cliff or tower could possess. 
The new warning deVice told the men of the R. A.

England’s new Dr. Watt 
is the heir of Maxwell, Hertz, Marconi, DeForest 
and radio’s other trail breakers, but his thoughts 
are perforce of his instrument's use for war’s whole- 
sale destruction, not for easing mankind’s peace- 
time pursuits,’ ’ 

‘The days ot peace will find many uses for this 
‘science of “radiolocation,” Sir Philip Joubert, Chief 
Air Marshal, even says that whén it is applied in 
normal air and sea navigation, “most shipwrecks 
will be eliminated, there need’ never be another Ti- 
tanic disaster, and many causes of accident to air- 
craft will be abolished.” * 

There is no time now to think of these things. 
Britain is fighting for her life. Only the destruc- 
tion of her enemies, when they cross her coasts 
with heavily laden bomb-racks, can preserve the 
England whose peacetime commerce plowed the 
seven seas, and whose passenger air lines circled 
much of the world. The device {s welcomed, not be- 
cause it will save lives among all peoples, but be- 
cause it will annihilate the invaders of Britain. The

ERE’S a chance for Hollywood to make

The Prairie Belle, it will be remembered, 
was racing the Movastar when she took 
fire and burned, but not until her fireman, 
Jim Bludso, a cussing, multi-wived dare- 
devil, had run his blazing boat ashore, sav- 
ing the lives df all on board except himself. 
He went up in smoke with his boat. 

Never did two similar stories fit in so 
beautifully to prove that some fellows who 
cuss and seem to lack all of the finer 
things of life are chivalrous to the. core 
and heroic to the extent of giving their 
lives to save others—and you know what 
the Bible says about that! 

Capt. Buck Leyhe has been boating on 
the Mississippi for 40 years. He runs «4

He knows every tree and 
twist in the Mississippi. Everybody likes 
Buck. He is over six feet tall, powerful, 
unafraid, a story-book character such as 
the movies need.

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Fleet of 75-River ‘Craft Ex- 
pected to Play Important 
Part in Defense. 


The United States Coast Guard 
Auxiliary, established two years 
ago with a membership of 16 mo- 
torboats and launch owners, today 
is an organization with 75 mem- 
bers which is expected by Lieut. 
Oo, C. B. Wev of the Coast Guard 


Its rectangular blue flag with 
the auxiliary emblem in the cen- 
ter will be much in evidence along 
the Mississippi River this summer. 
Owners flying this flag not only 
have had their boats rigidly in- 
spected by the Coast Guard, but 
have successfully completed a 
course of instruction on rules and 
reguiations governing their craft 
afloat. 


There’s a new note of interest 
among auxiliary members. It may 
result from the increased interest 
in Alton Lake, but there are those 
who think the role the auxiliary 
may play in event of war has had 
a lot to do with it. 

Possibility of Patrol Duty. 

Discussing this possible duty, 
Lieut. Wev; commanding officer 
of the auxiliary, said: “These days 
you don’t know what may happen 
along the river. We may have to 
ask our members to volunteer for 
duty patrolling the Mississippi and 
Missouri rivers. 

Lieut. Wev is enthusiastic about 
his organization, and’ in earnest 
about wartime duty for his group. 

“We were formed to promote 
safety along the river,” he said. 
“That’s still most important, but 
we're planning for the future and 
getting ready to do our part when 
called on.” 

One of its more active members 
and at present Captain of the aux- 
iliary is Arthur H. Gidionsen. Dur- 
ing week days, he is a vice-presi- 
dent of the Tower Grove Bank and 
Trust. Co. 

“Ready for Anything.” 

“We're ready for anything at any 
time,” he said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. “I’m sure, if called on, 
the auxiliary would do its bit. We 
have no idea what they may re- 
quire. Let it come. We're ready.” 

Primed by a series of monthly 
instruction classes during the win- 
ter, the members are up on their 
seaman knots, rules of the road 
and safety measures. 

“By doing our homework, we not 
only can make the river safer for 
everybody, but be ready to stand 
by in case of emergency,” Gidion- 
sen said. 

Aware of their responsibilities, 
members are constantly on the 
lookout for reckless handling of 
boats. They have no police power 
themselves, but may report such 
incidents to the Coast Guard for its 
action. — 

With interest on the river in- 
creasing, Gidionsen is hopeful of 
taking in all power boat owners. 

“It would be a great thing for 
everyone,” he said. “You wouldn’t 
gee sO many accidents, many of 
them fatal. Then, there’s the de- 
fense program. We may need as 
many as we can get.”

Anyway, he made a list of 
the destitute ones and those: who 
turned in things. Then I received 
one set of underwear, two pairs 
of socks, one shirt, one trouser, 
and Dr. Smith gave me a polo shirt 
and another sweater. My towel 
was marked “Bremen.” I still had 
no comb, razor or toothbrush, and

Capt. Yeager appeared on deck 
each day and talked quite infor- 
mally. The Egyptian crew occu- 
pied a hold like ours and they had 
one side of the deck and we the 
other. The captain anneunced that 
he would empty a little room at 
the front on both sides for each 
group. Also a bath would be built 
for showers. Latrines. too, were 
built on deck. And finally, a swim- 
ming pool was built for us. 

On one of his first visits he said 
we had to wait three or four days 
to meet the raider again. Those 
passed and he said we had to wait 
three or four days to meet tHe raid- 
er and then we would be off. Every 
day we sailed a bit and tied up, ev- 
ery night the same, and we went 
in all directions. We boarded this 
ship Friday, April 18. and by the 
end of the next week we had indi- 
cations that a meeting with the 
raider was imminent. We prayed it 
wouldn't be at night and that the 
alarm might be avoided. 

Thursday or Friday, the 24th or 
25th, we prepared a petition signed 
by all Americans addressed to the 
two captains, asking to be trans- 
ferred to a neutral boat or to be 
taken to an East African or South 
American port. Saturday morning, 
April 26, those who rushed up first 
Were ordered below again. Then the 
order was “All up and wash and 
get below again,” and lo, ahead of 
us was the raider again. 

Each of the injured on the raider 
was allowed a visitor, and the cap- 
tain had Murphy over for a confer- 
ence, By this time everybody was 
jittery about being carried through 
the British blockade, about the dif- 
ficulty of getting home from 
| Europe, about concentration camp 
if the United States came into the 
war. But we had little hope for 
our petition. 


Good and Bad News. 


Murphy returned in the late aft- 
ernoon and called us together. 
“Good news and bad news,” he said. 
We would head north, get in the 
trade lanes to try to contact an 
American, Japanese or Spanish 
boat to which we could be trans- 
ferred, and failing that we would 
go to a truly neutral port and not 
through the blockade. The sad part 
was that British passengers of mili- 
tary age would be held prisoners. 
There turned out to be three with 
no claim to exemption and Capt.

INTELLECTUAL WARFARE 
SUGGESTED AS WAY 


TO DEFEAT GERMANS 


Continued From Page One. 


nomic co-operation. Full economic 
co-operation of all the conquered 
peoples would, it is figured, almost 
double the Axis industrial war po- 
tential. Withholding of co-opera- 
tion will permit only a very limited 
increase of Axis efficiency, say 
by 20 per cent, while it will ne- 
cessitate a permanent military ef- 
fort to keep the peoples down. 

Japan has so far been unsuccess- 
ful against China because the in- 
habitants of occupied China have 
mostly refused to co-operate and 
have done away with those of their 
people who did co-operate. 

The conquered nations of Europe 


| will work with and for Adolf Hit- 


ler only if they become convinced 
that his victory is unshakable, his 
“new order” inevitable and rela- 
tively permanent. 

By proper information, each and 
every one of these peoples can be 
convinced of the contrary, name- 
ly, that in the long run the Axis 


will be beaten. To find the means |: 


of getting this information to these 
peoples will be the chief task of 
intellectual warfare. Just how it 
can be done need not be guessed 
at; suffice to say, it will entail 
the co-operation of the refugees 
from the conquered peoples, the 
recognition, that is, that this is as 
much a war between. conflicting 
ideals as between conflicting na- 
tions. Failure to recognize this has 
crippled the British war effort to 


date. 


“Fair Weather Nazis.'” 

The final task of English-Amer- 
ican intellectual warfare must be 
to bring home to the Germans that, 
however long they prolong the 
war, in the long run they are 
bound to be beaten if only because 
they are facing a coalition of vast- 
ly superior resources. Once this is 
done, Washington students of Ger- 
man affairs believe, the Reich will 
collapse far more easily than did 
imperial Germany. The Germans 
of 1918 believed explicitly im the 
imperial idea of Bismarck. The 
Germans of today are largely fair 
weather Nazis and cannot be ex- 
pected to stand by a government 
doomed to defeat. 

Such is the larger picture of the 
way Germany can and will be de- 
feated, if Britain and this country 
merge forces, as it can be obtained 
from administration leaders. Its 
carrying out foresees the formation 
of a single command, a sort of 
general staff. with Americans, 
Britishers, a Chinese and possibly 
a De Gaulle Frenchman on it. 
Once that is done, a common cam- 
paign can be shaped. ; 

Against such commonly directed 
will, the Germans will be increas- 
ingly on the defensive. Washing- 
ton believes that if the United 
States chooses to fight, the Axis 
must knock out Britain within the 
next four months, or it does not 
stand a chance.

When buying berries at the 
store, let their eye appeal be your 
guide, Good blueberries are 
plump, fresh, clean and full-col- 
ored. They should be absolutely 
free of moisture and of uniform 
size. Blackberries .and raspberries 
should also be uniform in size and 
bright in color. Avoid blackber- 
ries and raspberries with their 
stems attached, because they may 
be under-ripe. And make sure if 
you can that berries on the bottom 
of a container are as good as those 
on top. 


To preserve berry goodness for 
winter-time meals, can them or 
make them up into jams and jel- 
lies, Raspberries and blackberries 
have both the acid content and the 
pectin content to make good jelly. 
In making jam, the seeds in black- 
berries and raspberries are some- 
times objectionable. So boil the 
berries first for a few minutes, 
then put them through a fine sieve 
to take out the seeds, before you 
weigh out the fruit and add the 
sugar,

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HE German armies marched 
T inte Paris a year ago. Now it 

might be well to total up the 
balance sheet of 12 months. How 
do things look for Britain? How 
for Hitler? , 

A year ago Hitler considered and 
announced that the war was over.

There was reason for his con- 
fidence. 

Britain had no army except the 
one evacuated from Dunkerque. 
The British Isles were completely 
undefended. The air force was 
inadequate, and the islands had 
no heavy guns. 

In order rapidly to build up pro- 
duction, Britain was dependent on 
the United States. The United 
States was on a cash and carry 
basis. 

Hitler, on the other hand, was 
in control of all the Channel and 
North Sea ports, had a pact with 
Russia which protected his back 
and was in complete economic con- 
trol of the Balkans. 

Mussolini had a considerable 
fleet and air force, and was in a 
position seriously to challenge the 
British in the Mediterranean.

OW, after a year, let us look 
at the picture. 

Hitler failed in an attempt to 
get tontrol of the air over Britain 
in September. 

Hitler is still in control of the 
Balkans, but the fighting in Ru- 
mania, Yugoslavia and Greece has 
disrupted the economic life of 
those countries and seriously de- 
ranged the transportation system. 
The Balkans, as a source of food, 
oil and metals, are, to an incal- 
culable extent, less of an asset 
to Hitler than they were a year 
ago. 

According to plan, the Italians 
should have conquered Egypt dur- 
ing the winter. They had actually 
prepared a huge force for a two- 
pronged attack from Libya and 
Ethiopia. 

Instead, Italy has been eliminat- 
ed by the Greeks and the British 
as a fighting force. More than 
half of the Italian navy has been 
destroyed. Its air force is demor- 
alized. Italy’s huge East African 
empire has been conquered, releas- 
ing substantial forces to deal with 
any attack from Syria. Britain 
has also reconquered Iraq from 


an enemy government and possibly 
in a week or two may have Syria 
in its hands with the help of Gen.

Spain is starving, and Portugal 
has been warned by President 
Roosevelt about the Azores, backéd 
up by the government of Brazil. 

The population of Italy is bitter- 
ly disillusioned. by the realization 
that they: are at the mercy of the 
Germans whom they have always 
loathed, while there is every indi- 
cation that Hitler is prepared to 
shatter Mussolini’s dream of a 
great African empire for the sake 
of “collaboration” with Vichy. 

The whole continent of Europe 
is not self-supporting in espect 
either to food or raw materials. 

An enormous amount of freight 
transportation from one part of 
Europe to another has always been 
routed by the seaways, which are 
now blocked by the British.

EANWHILE, what has hap- 
pened in the United States is 
nothing short of a miracle. 

Despite strikes, opposition anc a 
general feeling on the part of the 
public that not nearly enough has 
been accomplished, the United 
States has actually accomplished 
in one year what it took Hitler 
years to go. 

America has put its resources 


being way ahead of schedule. 

It is building a fantastic air 

force, and in heavy bombing planes 
is producing machines of unequaled 
eed and accuracy.

Fail to Declare War. 


But the stubborn Egyptians did 
not declare war. They had been 
lured into neutrality partly by the 
smooth tongues of Axis diplomats. 
And they like the Italians. (This 
is hard to comprehend because.the 
Italians in Libya have treated the 
native Arabs just about as badly 
as any native population has 
ever been treated!) And they had 
no faith in a British victory and 
no impulse to back the losing 
side. 

Egyptian Parliament members 
probably knew that if they voted 
for war against the Axis, they 
would pay with their skins if the 
Axis came into Egypt. 

British successes in Libya 
changed this pro-Axis feeling con- 
siderably, and at one point Egypt 
was almost ready to come in. 

Some contingents of the Egyp- 
tian army actually were used to 
patrol the Alexandria-Mersa Ma- 
truh railway and the Suez Canal. 
I heard nothing complimentary to 
the Egyptian army. It was even

The basic weakness of Britain 
in Egypt is the fact that they 
have never catered to popular 
feeling and have always preferred 
to have sub rosa understandings 
with a few highly placed indi- 
viduals around the palace rather 
than with a few men who might 
direct and solidify public opinion. | 

Egypt is a country of large, 
rich and mostly lazy landowners’ 
who live off the labor of some 


15,000,000 miserable fellaheen. These 


fellaheen are kept in a feudal state 
of servitude, their wages being 
about two piasters (8 cents) a day 
for work from dawn to dark. 
Neither the Al Ahzar sheikhs, nor 
the Palace, nor the Government, 
nor the British are particularly 
interested in their economic plight. 
What. will be the attitude of the 
Egyptians if and when the Ger- 
mans arrive? Take it from one 
who has been there, they will wel- 
come the Nazis with open arms.

Philip M. Plant, 39 years old, 


Broadway playboy, big game hunt- 
er and chicken farmer, died last 
night: in Polyclinic Hospital of a 
‘heart ailment. . 

With him was his third wife, the 
former showgirl Marjorie King, 
and his mother, Mrs. William Hay- 
ward, 

Two previous marriages, the first 
to actress Constance Bennett, the 
second to Edna Dunham, ended in 
divorce. 

An inheritance of $15,000,000 from 
his step-father, the late. Commo- 
dore Morton F. Plant, railroad 


on a tempestuous round of activi- 
ties before his graduation from 
Yale. 

Six years ago he retired from 
the Broadway scene to divide his 
‘time between leopard hunting in 
Africa and raising fancy poultry 
on his New London (Conn.) farm. 

He was 19 when his name first 
made news. In 1920 Helene Jes- 
mer, a Follies beauty, was seri- 
ously hurt when Plant wrecked his

MANY A CHILD has died from a ruptured appendix simply 
because the parents in their ignorance of medicine gave him a 
laxative when he showed the first symptoms. Every person of 
high school age or over, should certainly know the classical 
symptoms of appendicitis to avoid such dangers. He should 
also know immediately what to do for various types of poison- 
ing, snake bite, fractures and unconsciousness from partial 
drowning, electrical or lightning shock, as well as carbon mon- 
oxide poisoning. By giving our high school students such ele- 
mentary knowledge, we shall in no wise encourage them to do 
their own surgery or become their own medical specialists. On 
the contrary, we shall simply teach them how to co-operate 
with the physician and perform the ordinary “horse sense” items 
that should be done even before the nearest doctor can arrive.

MANY SUPERSTITIONS exist regarding medicine. "They 
ought to be dispelled immediately in this enlightened age. For 
example, ‘hosts of college graduates still believe that syphilis 
and tuberculosis can be, Neither can, though children 
may be born with these diseases, having caught them from 
their infected mothers during the nine months in the womb. 
When a child has a fever, the average person wants to bring it 
down at once. He should, on the contrary, be grateful for the 
fever and let it persist until nature lowers it, providing it doesn’t 
go much ahove 105 degrees Fahrenheit!’ Why? Because many 
germs multiply. moré slowly when the body temperature is ele- 
vated, whereas the white blood corpuscles that gobble germs up, 
actually multiply more rapidly in fever.

Middle age then will not be a 
hurdle for mother and children. 
The mother who &t 45 must care 
for a number of adolescent chil- 
dren is in a difficult place. At 
the time of her greatest need for 
rest and quiet she is forced to 


live in the midst of noise and ex- 


cited activity. 

Young people have scant under- 
standing of such situations. They 
are brimful of energy and driven 
by it into noisy activity, loud talk- 
ing, and much laughter about 
nothing in particular. Quiet is 
duliness to them and _ inaction 
poison. They must be “where 
something is doing” all the time, 
and they keep the house in 
tumult, 

Their mother has looked for- 
ward to the time when they would 
be grown-up and no longer make 
demands upon her strength.. She 
is deeply disappointed and, unless 
she is unusually understanding, 
resentful at the discovery of a 
new demand upon her time and 
strength. The house is filled with 
strange young people who take 
her as a matter of course. They 
use the place like a hotel, keep 
weird hours and do queer things, 
and there is nothing she can do 
about it. 

The children are sympathetic as 
possible but they cannot see why 
“Mother can’t be a sport about 
it”—meaning the upsetness of the 
home routine. “We'll attend to 
the whole business if she will 
only go to bed and forget all about 
us.

We have learned a great deal 
about many of these vitamins. At 
the present time a summary of our 
rp ig presented in the fol- 


Vitamin A chiefly is brought to 
us in butter, eggs and yellow vege- 
tables, such as carrots, corn, squash 
and pumpkin. It preserves the 
health of the eyes, skin and vari- 
ous membranes, Lack of it causes 
night blindness. The British air 
men who combat the German raid- 
ers are kept in the dark all day 
and fed vitamin A so they will be 
able to spot the enemy in the dark. 

Vitamin Bl is a nerve tonic. 
Chemically it is thiamin chloride. 
Animals deprived of it have paraly- 
sis and lack of it causes neuritis 
and paralysis among men. 

Riboflavin is found, like vitamin 
Bi in grain, yeast, eggs and most 
vegetables. It is necessary for the 
health of the skin. It promotes 
growth in young animals. It aids 
in the consumption of oxygen by 
body cells. Man deprived of it de- 
velops peculiar sores of the tongue 
and lips. 


— 

VITAMIN % chemically ascorbic 
acid, ig found in citrus fruits and 
strawberries, tomatoes and to 
certain extent in all green vege- 
tables. When left out of the diet 
it causes scurvy in children and 
auults, consisting of hemorrhages 
from the gums and elsewhere in 
the body. 

Nicotinic Acid is found in fresh 
vegetables and fresh meat. When 
omitted from the diet it causes 
pellagra, a nutritional disease 
which affects the skin and nervous 
system. 

Vitamin D has a very important 
source in sunlight. It is also found 
in fish-liver oils in great abun- 
dance. Omission from the diet in 
children causes rickets. 

Vitamin E is the fertility . vita- 
min. In animals it adds to the 
size and health of litters. It is 
found in wheat erm oil and cot- 
tonseed oil. 

Vitamin K helps pane the 
blood. Used in the bleeding disease 
of new-born infants and in jaun- 
diced patients who can be prepared 
for operation so that they do not 
bleed as ordinary jaundiced pa- 
tients do, Vitamin K is present 
in the green parts of plants. -

millers are putting thiamine chlo- 
ride in flour to keep up its vitamin 
content. I also read that baking 
destroys thiamine chloride. This 
makes little sense. What are the 
real facts?” 

Answer:—Some thiamine chlo- 
ride is destroyed by baking. Never 
more than 15 per cent of the total 
amount, seldom more than 5 per 
cent and that in the crust, The

Stretching Exercises

dulating, liquid movements of a 

cat, you will be interested to 
know that figure control and 
rhythm may be acquired by taking 
a lesson from the cat. A cat’s 
grace of movement, we are told, 
comes from stretching slowly and 
languidly and by knowing how to 
relax every muscle in its body. 

Based on this principle is a 
series of stretching exercises 
which are to be done with the aid 
of a strong elastic band, looped 
at each end. Through this method 
one is promised the rewards of 
figure limbering, reducing, the 
easing of tension and the acqui- 
sition of balance and poise. A 
pretty big reward, we think, for a 
few moments of exercise each day. 


Here are a few of the movements: 

1. Stand erect with both arms 
overhead, hands through the 
band’s. loops. Pull one arm ae far 
down the side as possible as you 
resist the pulling by keeping the 
other arm straight. Then reverse 
the movement. Repeat five times. 

2. Sit. erectly, grasping loops of 
band. Stretch arms wide apart 
overhead and rock hard from side 
to side on fatty ofhips. Relax 
once in a while but rock 50. times. 


3. Sit with knees straight, toes 
overhead.

Obviously, South was the type of 
player who indulges in psychic tac- 
tice to stave off an undesirable 
lead, or to prevent the opponents 
from hidding a certain suit. His 
ridiculous spade bid got out of 
control when North, with a hand 
apparently worthless except at a 
spade contract, persisted to the 
four level. West had been “trap- 
ping” from the opening bid, and 
although he uneasily felt that most 
of the spade strength was over, 
instead of under him, he neverthe- 
less risked a double. 

For want of a better lead, he 
opened the singleton diamond, not 
that he was especially eager for 
ruffs. East’s jack covered the nine, 
and lost to declarer’s ace. Decliar- 
er led his lone spade to dummy’s 
ace and then let the club 10 ride. 
West won and, fearing that de- 
clarer had the remaining spade 
and that dummy’s hearts might be 
discarded on declarer’s good clubs, 
was forced to lay down the heart 
ace to prevent such a catastrophe. 
Then, not having a better lead, he 
continued with the heart jack. East 
won and returned a diamond, West 
ruffing. 


‘Now, although there was only a 
chance that Hast had the other 
trump and no hearts, West saw 
that he had nothing to lose by a 
third heart lead. Obviously, no 
further tricks were to be expected 
in clubs or diamonds, On the third 
heart lead declarer was helpless. 
To ruff with the king would estab- 
lish another trump trick in West’s 
hand; to ruff small was to con- 
cede an overruff to East’s jack. 


By his failure to cash: both the - 


ace and king of spades at the 
earliest opportunity, declarer had 
lost the limit number of tricks 
and consequently received a poor 
match-point score.
